One change that he is enden- 
voring to bring «about is in 
connection with the inspection 
and supervision of teachers. 
To those, who are at the pre. 
sent timein the teaching pro- 
fession, and tou those who have 
aspirations of entering the pro- 
fession, this change should have 
a strong appeal. Alxo, to those 
having children attending sch- 
ool, this should be ot interest, 
It means that teachers wall be 
given assistance in their meth. 
ods of presenting lessons, This 
being particularly beneficial for 
those who are teaching tur the 
first year. This will also bea 
means of saviittgs, ag many 
teachers quit within a few 
years — owing to insufficient 
help and encouragement, These 
same teuchers have been educa- 
ted tur that purpose with the 
ard of public money. It is said 
that a teacher must teach five 
years befure the government's 
expenditure is repaid, 

It is supposed that with this 
system that a salary schedule 
for teachers can be inaugurat- 
ed — teachers being then paid 
according to experience and 
general achievement, 

Many districts which are un. 
able to operate because of fin- 
ancl difficulties will be helped 
by the general educational tax- 
ing system. This clause will be 
of particalar interest in our 
dry belt area,

Ottawa.—-Canada’s naval force, at 
present limited to the destroyers 
“Champlain” and “Vancouver” and a 
number of mine sweepers, will re- 
ceive added strength in 1931 when 
two new destroyers of the “Amazon” 
class ar delivered, 

The contract for the new men o’ 
war was given to Thornycroft, Limit- 
ed, of Southampton, England, it was 
announced here, at a price of $3,350,- 
000. Fifteen ship building firms sub- 
mitted tenders, one of them Canadian 
and the others British. 

The destroyers, of the “Amazon” 
class, are the latest type, designed 
and are armed with four 4.7 inch 
guns and two anti-aircraft guns. 
They have two triple 21-inch torpedo 
tubes. The new vessels are 320 feet 
|long, have a speed of 35 knots and 
carry a complement. of 150 officers 
and men, 

The destroyers will replace ‘Pa- 
triot” and “Patrician” which were 
retired from service a year ago. 
These two destroyers, together with 
the light cruiser ‘Aurora’ were pre- 
sented to Canada by the British gov- 
ernment following the war, The ‘“Au- 
rora’’ was laid up several years ago,

To the Work of Scientists 
W ho Discover Secrets of Nature 


Wheu science speaks, thinking men 
give heed. Not long ago as time is 
truly reckoned, the world was in a 
haze of superstition and ignorance. 
To be exact, our present wealth of 
scientific knowledge had its begin- 
ning with the discoveries of Galileo 
and Newton; and during the interven- 
ing three hundred and fifty-years un- 
reckouable progress has been made. 


Dr, Iobert A. Millikan, of the Cali-, 


fornia Institute of Technology, talk- 
ed about these things the other night 


to the members of the New York 
State Chamber of Commerce, and) 
interested his audience deeply. The, 


York Times deemed it worth 
while to give his address in full for 
Dr, Millikan, winner of the Nobe) 
prize for research work in isolating 
electron, and regarded as the 
leading American physicist, speaks 
with authority. He told this import- 
ant group of industrialists that pure 
science was the parent of modern in- 
dustry, and he amply proved his case. 
He began by alluding to the more or 
less universal belief a century ago 
that Bishop Usher’s calculation of 
the date of creation was accurate. It 
was not known, he asserted very 
positively, that this world of ours 
has been in existence for at least a 
billion years, and, said the speaker, 
“the human race can probably count 
on occupying it for a very long time 
to come, say another billion years.” 
Since the period of time within which 
our wider knowledge has been gath- 
ered might be regarded as no more 
than a minute, it is the advance of 
scintific truth which may be reason- 
ably expected to take place that 
makes the outlook so bright with 
promise and interest. “ There is the 
possibility ahead of mankind,” said 
Dr. Millikan, “of learning in the next 
billion years to live at least a mil- 
lion times more wisely than we now 
live.” A glorious prospect indeed. 
Commenting on the stimulating 
story of progress during compara- 
tively recent years, Dr. Millikan 
showed quite conclusively how the

A policy is to be put into operation 
by the Department of Agriculture, at 
Ottawa, to protect the interests of 
the purchasers of baby chicks..

With the two Antarctic explora- 
tion expeditions steadily moving to- 
wards their respective bases, news 
of their arrival on the ice-locked con- 
tinent will doubtless come in due 
course. Meantime, a large measure 
of preparatory interest attaches to 
a legacy left behind him by that 
greatest of Polar travellers, Roald 
Amundsen, the only man who ever 
reached both poles and the first who 
stood on the southern extremity of 
the earth's axis. This Norwegian 
scientist-adventurer lost his life in a 
generous effort to aid in the work 
of rescuing the ill-fated dirigible par- 
ty, headed by the Italian General 
Nobile, and the manner of Amund- 
sen's passing befitted the heroism 
that distinguished his remarkable 
career, Only a little while before 
setting out on the airplane flight 
return he 
wrote for Nomad, a magazine of 
travel and adventure, an article, 
really part of a narrative he had 
planned about his polar explorations. 
In its current issue, Nomad publish- 
es the portion Amundsen had com- 
pleted, making clear the marked phy- 
sical differences between the two 
Poles. 

According to the great Norwegian, 
the North Pole is an enormous sea 
covered with drifting ice. So far sa 
known, the depth of this Arctic 
Ocean is about 15,000 feet. Con- 
trariwise, the South Pole is an equal- 
ly enormous continent, with moun- 
tain peaks rising to a height of 18,- 
000 feet. The interior of this mas- 
sive continent consists of an immense 
plateau with an average height of 
10,000 feet above sea level. These two 
contrasting polar regions have only 
one thing in common, the fact that 
animal life abounds in the regions 
where the open sea meets the edge 
of the ice mass. This, Amundsen 
remarks is the only similarity, for 
the species of animals dwelling there 
that do not exist beyond the ice bar- 
rier are quite different. “ The North 
Pole has the polar and other bears, 
the walrus, the seal and birds. But 
the South Pole has no polar bear and 
no walrus, its seals differ from those 
of the north, and it possesses sea 
lions and birds,—mostly the penguin. 
Amundsen describes the penguin as 
the most characteristic creature of 
South Polar latitudes, walking like 
a human being and a wonderfu 
swimmer, 

Yet another difference between the 
North and South Polar regions is the 
absence of human inhabitants from 
the Antarctic continent whose aver- 
age temperature is about ten degrees 
lower than the Arctic. Yet the low- 
est temperature Amundsen struck 
there was 75 degrees below zero, 
whereas he encountered 80 degrees 
helow in the Arctic.

Prove To Bo the Best Method 

While the development of varieties | 
of wheat that are resistant to Stem | 
Rust is as the most cer-| 
tain method of overcoming losses} 
from this trouble, the Department of| 
Agricullure, at Ottawa, through the} 
Dotanical and Cereal Divisions, is 
endeavoring to find out other -and} 
quicker means of dealing with the 
problem, The crossing of resistant 
varieties with others of high yielding 
and milling qualities is being - pur- 
sued. Experiments are being carriea 
on in the hope of finding treatments 
of the growing crop that wil in some 
sense reduce the losses that occur in| 
seasons favourable to rust develop-

Fiela 
results for the past three years, it 1s 
stated, have demonstrated beyona 
question that the method is effective 
even under severe epidemic condi- 
tions.. ‘The work described by the 
author, Dr. D. L. Bailey, formerly in 
charge of the Rust Research Labora. 
tory, at Winnipeg, has been largely | 
confined to small plots. The crop 
on plots treated in 1925, yielded 55 
bushels to the acre, as against 15 
bushels to the acre from untreated} 
pts. Last year 43 bushels to the} 
acre were obtained from treated plots 
ag against 10 bushels from those giv. 
eu no treatment. The quality of the 
grain from the treated plots was No 
1 Northern, while from the other 
plots the grain harvested was fit only 
for feed. It is pointed out that for 
effective control the crop must be 
dusted often enough to maintain a 
continuous coating of sulphur over 
the plants while they are exposed to 
attack of rust.

Tuberculosis 
Vaccine Research 


Subject Is Discussed At a Meeting Of 
Scientists Held In Ottawa 

Canadian science as represented 
by leading investigators who attend- 
ed sessions, at Ottawa, of the Asso- 
ciate Committee on Tuberculosis of 
the National Research Council has 
divided upon the immunizing efili- 
ciency of the vaccine known as “B, 
Cc. G,,” in the fight against tubercu- 
losis. Intimation to this effect was 
given at the close of a meeting, which 
was held in private, but officers of 
the council declined to comment on 
the deliberations in any sense. ‘ We 
have listened to a number of papers 
on experiments carried out with this 
vaccine,” Dr. H. M. Tory, president 
of the council, declared, “but the 
delicate nature of the subject does not 
permit release of ‘our conclusions 


| without mature and studied consider- 


ation.” 

The vaccine, which was introduced 
in 1924 by the eminent scientists, 
Professors Calmette and Guerin, of 
the Institute Pasteur, has been de- 
clared by certain scientists as the 
most efficient and hopeful method 
of combating the dread scourge 
known to modern medical science. 
Proponents of the vaccine claim 
that tests carried over a_ per- 
iod of yars, have proved its immuniz- 
ing qualities both in its effect on the 
human system and in treatment of 
cattle. 

In support of this contention, it is 
understood that Dr. J. A. Houdquin, 
of the University of Montreal, has 
treated several hundred infants with 
satisfaetory results. Dr, A. C. Ran- 
kin, of the University of Alberta, in 
a paper read to the delegates, re- 
viewed the results of experimnts he 
has conducted during recent years, in 
vaccinating more than 200 calves. 


| He also claims to have met with en- 


couraging results. 

Dr. E. A. Watson, collaborating 
with C. W. McIntosh and H. Konst, 
of the federal department of agricul- 
ture, reports that his experiments 


; have not produced immunity, and in 


many ways were in disaccord with 
results reported to have been attain- 
He is re- 
ported to have challenged the claim 
that the vaccine has been completely 
deprived of its virulence, that it is 
incapable of causing tuberculosis and 
that it is absolutely harmless and 
inoffensive. 

Dr. Watson, who has experimented 


| with the vaccine for more than four 


years is quoted as having told the 
conference that he regarded “B. C, 
G.” vaccination as still being in the 
experimental stage and in respect to 
its innocuity and efficiency open to 
question, 

Following further review of expert 


| opinion submitted to the committee, 


it is understood that a definite pro- 
gramme will be drawn up relative to 
future research work with the vac- 


| cine.

Legislation 
Respecting Liens 


Removing Financial Obstructions To 
Operation Of Farm Lands In 
Certain Areas 
Hon. Charles Stewart, Minister of 
the Interior, is gratified with the re- 
sults of the legislation respecting 
liens on certain classes of western 
lands which he obtained from Par- 

liament in the session of 1927. 

By the work of committees set up 
by this Act (The Crown Debts Act 
liens and other financial obstructions 
to operation placed on lands in cer- 
tain areas during the dry years fol- 
lowing 1914 to attempt to insure re- 
payment of advances for seed grain 
and fodder, are being adjusted. it is 
expected from what Hon. Mr. Stew- 
art learned from his study of the 
working out of the plan while in the 
West, that a number of farmers who 
might have been forced from the 
Jand will be encouraged to remain as 
a result of these adjustments, which 
are being made at no cost to the set- 
tler for the legal process, and that 
areas which have been tied up and 
non-productive can now be dispose! 
of to those who will put them to the 
use for which they are fitted. 

As explained in Parliament, where 
the bill was fully discussed, there was 
a rapid advance of settlement, espe- 
cially from 1912 to 1915, into areas 
in southeastern Alberta and south- 
western Saskatchewan, formerly de- 
voted to ranching. — The extremcly 
dry years following 1914, experienced.

Will Not Leave Cities 


Specialists In ussia Prefer Unem- 
ployment To Working In Small 

f Towns 

Ten thousand technical specialists 
are listed among. unemployed by the} 
Soviet Labor Bourse at the samvu 
time that the country is struggling 
with the problem of insufficient tech- 
nical personnel. 

This apparent contradiction is ex- 
plained by the circumstances that 
the unemployed specialists are in 
Moscow, Leningrad, Kharkov and 
other large cities, while the unfilled 
jobs are in the coal fields of the 
Donetz Basin, in the oil fields of the 
Caucasus and other even more un- 


attractive provincial places. 

The Labor Bourse in Leningrad 
alone lists 1,800 unemployed § spe- 
cialists; Moscow has at least ‘as many 
and other cities show corresponding 
figures. The majority of these un- 
employed are young graduates of the 
technical schools, who apparently 
prefer privation in the city to a job 
and a regular salary in the province. 

Three-quarters of the new gradu- 
ates, a Soviet newspaper points out, 
refuse to accept positions away from 
the cultural advantages 6f the urban 
centres. Higher wages and other in- 
ducements do little to overcome their 
distaste for life in the country. 

In addition to these registered un- 
employed, there are doubtless hun- 
dreds more who have not placed their 
names on the list of the jobless, hav- 
ing accepted positions as office work- 
ers or store clerks rather than leave 
the urban life. 

It is generally known that a sim- 
ilar situation exists in relation to 
physicians. While villages and pro- 
vincial towns beg and clamor for 
doctors, thousands of them—especial- 
ly young ones—are looking for work 
in Moscow, Leningrad, ete.

Made For Any Meeting In 1929
